.was made known. The captain, how- 
ever, refused to take the line offered 
liiiti ami sailed into Port Townseilil. 

While the vessel lay at anchor in To t 
Townstiid, representatives of llie tug 
i-ompnny boarded her and offered th" 
services i/f tae tug Wanderer to tuke liel 
to Tiiromn, where she was originally 
ordered, to load wheat for Europe. A 
written demand, the complaint recites, 
Mas jnade upon the captain for towing 
privileges, but this was refused, and the 
tug Boyden towed her up Sound. 

While the vessel lay in Taco'ma liar-

The sh'V> is now at 
"West Seattle, completing her grain car- 
go, and will s-nun sail. The tugboat 
company, for that reason, has taken 
steps to protect its claim for towage.

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OPPOSITION TACTICS. 

It has been reserved tor the Now 
Westminster Columbian, a newspaper 
usually credited with suyiug what tin- 
leader of tlio so-called opposition, Mr. 
Richard MeBride, thinks, to publish the 
following attack upon .Sir Henri Joly. 
We hope that in this case at least Mr. 
MdBride llot inspire, and had no 
foreknowledge of the editorial opiuious 
o( his orsau, the Columbian: 

Now West i'ale is refused represen- 
tation. Evidently the intention is to 
make nil attempt to purchase support 
for the next ressiou; ami when that 
fails to secure from u complacent Lieu- 
tenant-Governor a transfer of tho offico 
uf I'ri mier to some other pal of the 
reigning family. It is disgraceful that 
we have at the head of affaire in this 
proviiH-e :i Lieuteiiam-lioveriior uliysi- 
i-iiIIn ineapabU' of chocking tho jobbery 
beiiii [>ut up by the ministry, who are 
tnkiui cowardly advantage of the (lov- 
eruor's aire and waning powers. li 
would be bad enough if this high olllidiil 
were one of our own provincial public 
men who had aged in our service; but 
the si nation is aggravated lo tlio fart 
tlinl he is an entire Granger to the 
pro) iucc mi. I sent out here at n tunc 
when the i ri t iciil coud t "M hi I Sritish 
Columbian affairs demands that an alert 
and vigorous man, posted on the pro- 
vincial situation, should be the repre- 
sentative "I" the Crown in this province. 

The corporation press will yelp in 
chorus that it is not proper to comment 
as we. have done on the incapacity of 
the occupant of (invprnmcnt House, but 
lite time for silence has gone by when 
we linil the most openly corrupt minis- 
try of modern times taking advantage 
of the Governor's ago and infirmity to 
use hint as n rubber stamp to sanction 
their iniquities, and when we find them 
not hesitating to grossly affront tho 
Governor by such nets as pigeon-holing 
his writ for the election in West Yale. 

Regarding the manner and style of 
this article we have no desire to say 
anything except that it is particularly 
suitable to the matter of it. Tho gross- 
est ignorance of constitutional usage, 
and the most childish misconception of 
tho functions of the Crown in a self- 
governing province, we should naturally 
expect to be expressed in tho language 
of bad taste and impertinence townrils 
.•in individual who occupies an office in 
il'hich tho things he does do or dors 
not do, arc entirely beyond his personal 
predilections, or his personal judgment 
at what is best. This country is jrov- 
t'rnod by the wishtVi of the majority of 
the voters as expressed in the majority 
uf the legislature. There is no personal 
prerogative by which anyone, under our 
constitution, could interfere. .Several 
limes we have observed this note in 
provincial politics, an appeal to the 
Lieutenant-Governor us an individual to 
assist those making the appeal in some 
political object they have at hoar:. 
Never before have we heard this note 
•coupled with irreverence of the indivi- 
dual who holds the most sacred offlco 
ill any British country, and tin accusa- 
tion of bins against the Crown. For 
(lose new and unlovely features of our 
political strife we have to thank the 
New Westminster Columbian. They will 
disgllht even those who have a cnulc 
idea of the p'>sitii>n and functions of 
the Crown. The Lieutenant-Governor 
is not, as wo have often hoard it hinted, 
a representative of the Dominion gov- 
ernment in provincial affairs. iHo is 
simply the medium through which the 
■Crown discharges its olllee in' provincial 
affairs. The restrictions upon n pro- 
vincial Lieutenant-Governor do not 
qualify his prerogatives in any particu- 
lar, they merely define, the circle within 
which ho exercises those prerogatives. 
There aro two things which follow from 
this. The first is that the person ot the 
Lieutenant-Governor, within his prov- 
ince, and the limits of hit; jurisdiction 
is just as sacred as the person of King 
[Edward the Seventh would be. and 
language unbecoming towards tho King 
is equally unbecoming towards the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. The second is that 
the maxim 'The King can d.> no 
wrong," applies equally to the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor within the limits of the 
•province. The responsibility lies alto- 
gether upon his ministers. The one 
wrong thing a King or Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor can do is to refuse to take the 
advice of his minis! rs so long as they 
control a umjoritj i i parliament, Bui 
this is a breach of the constitution so 
appalling that it is never mentioned in 
polite society. It costs Kings then' 
Crowns and sometimes their heads, ami 
Lieutouant-Governora an immediate re- 
legation to private life. J/or instance, 
if a premier in possess! m uf a majority 
in parliament wishes to resign, the 
Lieutenant-Governor is bound to accept 
his recommendation f :l successor. Ho 
has no personal discretion whatever. If 
he exercise, n personal discretion ami 
culls op someone else, and that some- 
one else is found lint to have a ma- 
jority, exit the iLiputennnt-Governor with 
the minister. If on tin. othi r hand th'' 
individual recommended has uj ma- 
jority, the position of the Crown is un- 
impaired. The Lieutenant-Governor is 
in no Pc-nse a representative of the Do- 
minion Government any more than a 
judge is; nor is he tho exponent of any 
political ideas or the friend of any poli- 
tical party. Those who wish him to 
ninl:" a personal judgment in the choice 
of his ministers, or on questions of ad- 
Milnistrfltlon rorget Hint such a, personal 
judgment might as easily bo against 
their ideas as for thorn; find that, in 
any case, a power would be set up in 
the country operating independently of 
tic peoples' will, the very thing they 
object to upon the false premise that 
the people's will is necessarily their 
own. We invito the opposition to drag 
the Crown into controversial polities if 
they dare. Thov attack the citadel of 
our liberties if they do, and wo imagine 



that tho citadel of British liberty is im- 
pregnable to the attacks of such as 
they. As; to the individual who holds 
the otliee of Lieutenant-Governor in this 
province at the present time, he is every- 
where esteemed as a noble-minded and 
honorable gentleman, who adds to n ripe 
experience a tact and dignity in the dis- 
charge of his duties which have endeared 
hint to the people, a man in whom 
neither tho dignity of the Crown nor 
the welfare of the province lias lost 
anything. In his administration of his 
high Office every right-minded man in the 
province of British Columbia has the 
most perfect confidence. Let the opposi- 
tion belabor Colonel Prior and his min- 
isters as hard as they can. That is the 
purpose for which in the mysterious 
designs uf providence they have been 
created. But hands off the Crown 
which has no responsibility for the mat- 
ters to which they object.

„ n ; mo . The election of the Hon. W. \\ . 
It Mclnnes by a majority of over uw 
is' a tribute to the ability of 'Mr. Mc- 
lnnes himself and the strong bold he has 
up011 ids constituents. But neither Ins 
nbility nor the affection of his consti- 
tuents woidd have been sufficient to elect 
him if Ihe assurances of the Government 
as to the policy it meant to pursue had 
net been satisfactory to the people, and 
clearly laid before them. Colonel Trior 
took t lie first opportunity afforded bun 
sin,.,, his coming into otliee. of laying 
down clearly and unmistakably what 
his government means to do. He dc- 
idnrod Ida policy in the usual place for 
a responsible minister to choose while 
the legislature is not in session, name- 
ly the public platform during a contest- 
ed election. He t dodged the Govern- 
ment to sive such assistance to railways 
as would secure their immediate con- 
struction. Any cash subsidy is to be 
,, y way of inscribed slock. _ A laud 
grant, if such is necessary, is to >e 
carefully limited so that settlers can 
procure the land upon the same terms 
•is from the Government. Mineral and 
timber are also to be protected in the 
interests of the people, and there is to bo 
,„, freed.. in from taxation. Here is a 
declaration of railway policy as full and 
free and at the same time as definite 
iluu 'precise as could be called for. There 
is no blinking of tho issue and no pal- 
tering with Ihe electors of the province. 
Colonel IVlor is exactly the same man 
nll'orrvi at l.ad.vs 
-ilatforVi at Vic 
tcr ed provincial politics with the do- 
. nuit( , intention uf carrying out a policy 
'of railway development, lie is now in 
a position to carry it out. and he is 
determined to carry it out. If he fails, 
he fails, but the fault will not lie with 
himself.' nor run anyone impugn his 
loyalty to th.' people of British Colum- 
bia or his respect for bis own pledge 
given and reiterated. After all it 
seems a simple issue, but it is an issue 
upon which the prosperity and progress

Mr. Jiaancs U. Anderson, deinrtv minister 
of agilculturo for ItrltJsli ColumbJa, Is In ' 
the city, having come Bast to attend the I 
stuck showa at Guelpli, Ont.. and Am- 
herst, N. S lucid cut. 'illy also lie has util- 
ized fche opportunity to stralgbten out cor- < 
tain matters witlli the Dominion depart- I 
incut of agriculture. Ilia visit to the E.ist I 
Is official, and on Ills return to Ills own i 
province he will make a report of his oh- j 
serrations regarding live stock and other I 
subjects i^f agricultural Interest. 

"One of the matters I hnil before the 
authorities of Ottawa," says Mr. Anderson, I 
"was as to the Importation of nursery j 
Htoclt. In order to help In stamping out 1 
llie San .l.we scale, the government nll'ows 
tills nursery stock to be brought In only 
nlt certain places, and only between Octo- 
ber lBtJi and»jrnrctli ir.th. This does not 
do for British Columbia, as the middle of 
March Is too early In the spring to bring 
young trees across the mountains. Thov 
are still llalile nt tiluit season to bo nipped 
by frost, nnd wo want the time extended 
until at Io«ist the middle of April. I liavo 
every reason to believe tlint tliln will he 
done. 

"Another miitter flint I brought to Mc 
Plshei's attention Is Hunt pure-bred Angora 
grtf.'bs Imito boon omitted from die list of 
animals on rhe free list. The country's 
policy lias boon to allow pure-broil nnlninls 
for breeding -purpnacs to be Imnorted wl.Hi. 
out p:\ylng any duty. Angora goats are 



rather fancied In our province, and I be- 
lieve they will bo put on the free list, as 
the omission was altogether Inadvertent. 

"In the matter of agricultural products, 
our province imports about S5,000,00() 
annually. We can arrive at tihe figured of 
our liiler-provlnclal trade accurately with 
ihe slid in ciie C. r. It., and we know that 
nmcfli of the larger part of lihe.se imports 
are from Eastern Camilla, and a consider- 
able proportion go to the Yukon, wo not- 
ing only as middlemen, All of these pro- 
ducts could be grown eiuslly enough In 
British Columbia itself. We are free from 
many of the plagues t'liat affect the On- 
tario farmer, such as ttho codling moth on 
fruit trees, and title weight of our grain' 
per busiliei is astonishing. The trade with 
the Yukon Is now uJne-tcnths in our hands, 
Whereas formerly nine-tenths ot It was 
dene In Seattle."

A BY-LAW 

To Unable the Borrowing of a Sum of 
•^OO.ooo, Secured t'pon the Sewer 
Rentals and Sewer Rates, with the 
Guarantee of the City of Victoria. 
WHEREAS It is Intended to borrow, 
i upon the security of the sewer rentals and 
sewer rates or tai imposed by By-Law No. 
-1(H) of the City of Victoria, passed ou the 
'••.-Itli (lav of November. 1IXC2. with the 
j guarantee of tlie city, the sum of $200,000, 
I to be expended In tlie extension of the 
j sewers within the City or Victoria. 
! AND WHEREAS the amount of the said 
rentals, rates or tax chargeable fur the 
; vear 11)03 Is estimated at $10,500, and no 
I incumbrance has heretofore been created 

upon the same. 
1 AND WHEREAS the moneys borrowed 
I will be primarily charged and secured 

upon the said rentals, rates or tax. 
I AND WHEREAS the total amount re 
(1 ill red to be collected annually upon the 
I said sewer rentals, rates or tax to pay the 
. interest upon the said debt of S'JiO.OOO and 
to repay the principal debt by sinking fund 
I within DO years is $9,310. and It Is not 
I estimated that there wdll be any de- 
ficiency. 

I AND WHEREAS it is proposed to bor- 
I row the said sum of $200,000 upon delietl- 
I tures as hereinafter appearing. 

AND WHEREAS by the said recited By- 
Law No. J.00 the said sewer rentals and 
sewer rates or tux when received aro 
directed to be carried to a Joint fund 
I entitled "The Sewer Rental and Sewer 
J Tax Fund," and me tQ be expouiled. In the 
I extension of the sewerage system of the 
I city, and the construction and malatcn- 
1 unco of the same, and In making provision 
j for the payment of principal, Interest and 
sinking fund where moneys are borrowed 
' on the security of the same, in such man- 
ner and nt Much time or times as the 
Municipal Council shall from time to time 
think expedient, and It Is desired by this 
j by-law to give effect to such provision. 

NOW T II E It E F O R E the Municipal 
I Council of the Corporation of the City of 
I Victoria enacts us follows: — 
j 1. The work of sewerage extension 
[ shall, so soon as the necessnry moneys 
; contemplated by this by-law have been 
, raised, be forthwith proceeded with, and 
I the moneys so raised shall be expended in 
tho construction of sewers and for the 
I purposes generally mentioned In this by- 
law, and fur no other purpose 

2. It shall be lawful for the Mayor of 
the Corporation of tlie City of Victoria to 
borrow upon the security, primarily, of 
the said sewer rentals and rates or tax, 
and by way of guarantee upon the credit 
of the said Corporation, by way of the 
debentures hereinafter mentioned, from 
any person or persons or body or bodies 
corporate who may be willing to advance 
the same us a loan, a sum of money not 
exceeding In the whole the sum of 
$200,000, currency or sterling money (at 
the rate of 4.80 2-,'t dollars to the one 
pound sterling), and to cause all such 
sums so raised or received to be paid into 
the hands of the Treasurer of the said 
Corporation, for the purpose and with the 
object hereinbefore referred to. The said 
guarantee ,,r tlie City to be contained in 
tlie said debentures shall be In the follow- 
ing terms, or as nearly thereto as may be: 
'The payment of the principal moneys, 
and Interest thereon, under this debenture, 
nt the respective dates when the same 
fall due under' the terms of this deben- 
ture, Is hereby guaranteed by the Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria." 

,'t. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cnUfce any number of debentures to be 
made, executed and Issued for such sums 
as may be required, not exceeding, how- 
ever, the sum of $200,000, cither In cur- 
reuey ur sterling money (at the rate of 
4. SO 2-3 dollars to the one pound sterling., 
each of tin' said debentures being or the 
amount of S."Kk), or Its sterling equivalent, 
at the rate aforesaid, anil all such deben- 
tures shall be sealed with the seal of rhe 
said Corporation and signed by the .Mayor 
thereof. 

I. Tlie said debentures shall bear date 
the 1st day of December, lwl. and shuil 

I be payable in fifty years from the said 
I date, ut such place, either In the 
Dominion of Canada, Groat Hrltnln or 
the United States of America, us may be 
designated thereon, and shuil have 
attached to them coupons for the payment 
of interest, and the signatures to the Inter- 
est coupons may be either written, 
stumped, printed or lithographed. 

5. The said debentures shall bear Inter- 
est at the rate of four per cent, per 
annum from the date thereof, which In- 
terest shall lie payable half-yearly, at such 
place, either In tlie Dominion of Canada, 
tlreat Britain or the Dnlted States of 
America as may be expressed In the de- 
benture and coupon. 

i>. It shall 00 lawful for tho said Mayor 
t» cause the -said debentures and the 
Interest coupons, either or both, to be 
made payable at such place, either In the 
Dominion of Canada. Croat Hrltnln or the 
Cuitcd States of .America, as may be 
desired. 

T. It shall be lawful for the Mayor and 
Council of the snld Corporation to dispose 
of the said debentures ut 11 rate below 
par, and to authorize the Treasurer to 
pay out of the sums so raised bv the sale 
of tlie said debentures, all expenses con- 
nected with the preparation and litho- 
graphing of tlie debentures and coupons, 
or any discount or commission or other 
charge's Incidental to the sale of the said 
debentures. 

8. So much of the moneys collected for 
and received bv the City Treasurer under 
the provisions of the said By-Law No 
Iihi as shall be sufficient to provide the 
annual Interest on the moneys from time 
to time borrowed on the security of the 
sabl debentures and the annual sinking 
fund for the payment of the principal 
moneys due upon the said debentures shall, 
Immediately on receipt thereof, be set 
aside by the snld City Treasurer and 
placed by him to a separate account with 
the 'bankers of the Corporation nt Vic- 
toria, and thereout shall be paid t lie 
coupons or Interest upon the snld deben- 
tures or borrowed moneys as tho same 
shall from time to time fall due, and 
the moneys to provide the snld annual 
sinking fund shall be placed on deposit, 
and with the Interest thereon shall be 
allowed to accumulate, nnd thereout shall 
be paid the principal moneys borrowed, 
as the said debentures shall from time 
to time become due. 

9. This By-Law shall, before the final 
passing thereof, receive the assent of the 
electors of tlie said Corporation. In the 
milliner provided for In tlie Municipal 
Clauses Act, and shall take effect on the 
110th day of December. 1002 

10. This By-Law may not bo altered or 
repealed save with the consent of the 
L1euteiinnt-C,overnor-ln-Councll.
